upon fozratgn tmpozted Commodities, doth belong to Us and Our Suc⸗ 
ce ſſoꝛs, as an undoubted Pztviledge and Pzerogative of Our Crown; And 0 
that by vertue thereof we map ſo oꝛder and diſpoſe upon foꝛraign Trade, as 


We ſhall judge moſt fit fo the good of that Our Kingdom, And whereas 
many humble addꝛeſſes have been made to Us by the Convention of Our 
Eftates, in Auguſt, 1665. And by the Loꝛds of Dur P2lby Council, foz reũtraining of Priſh Cattle; 
Coꝛn, and ſoine other Coinmodittes, from coming in to this Kingdom, as being moſt pzeſudictal there- 
to, by reaſon that Pur Subjects are moze then ſufficiently pzovided within themſelves; And incaſe of 
Trade With fo:raign Kingdoms and States (which is now foz the molt part ſtopped) are able to 
ſpare and cxpo:tconfiderable quantities ofalltheſe Commodities, and we being moſt willing to grati⸗ 
fie the Subjects of that Our ancicnt Kingdom: Therefoze, and in teſtimony of Our juſt reſentment 
of their loyalty and affection to Our kervice, We, with advice of the Lozds of Our Pzivy Council, 
have diſcharged; and by theſe pzeſents diſcharges the impoꝛtation o f all Priſh Cattle (except Hozſes ) 
as allo, Jrich Salt Beek, and Cozns of whatſoever Grain, oz Meal made thereof, to any Town, 
Port, oꝛ Harbour , oꝛ any other place of that Dur ancient Kingdom, in any Ship oz Ueſſel whatſo- 
ever, after the firſt day ol March next to tome. As allo, diſcharges all perſons whatfoever to receive 
oꝛ Paſture any of the ſaids Cattieupon their Landsoz Paſturage, oꝛ to ſeil and diſpone thereupon, oz 
to reſct 02 receive any quantities of the Uictual ſo pꝛohibited, oꝛ to conceal the ſame within their Houſes 
62 Cellers :And do hereby authozize and command all Magiſtrates of Our Burghs Royal, Sheriffs, 
o2 Juſtices of Peace in ali Shices where the Goods oz Ueſfels ſhallarrive, to pꝛohibit the unloading 
thereof; Andincaſe ofcontravention, to ſetze, oz cauſe ſetze upon the ſamine, to beconfiſcat, the one 
half thereof foꝛ Our uſe, and the other halt foꝛ the ule of theſe who ſhall attach and letze upon the ſame. 
And further, requires the ſaids Magiſtrates, o2 either of them, to appꝛehend the perſons of the con⸗ 
travecners , and toſecure them by impꝛiſonment till they advertiſe the Lozds of Our P2ivy Connce!, 
that oꝛder may be giventopzoceed againſt them as conteinncrs of Dur Royal Autho:ity, that aiicon- 
dign puniſhment may be inflicted upon them without mercy, Ando:datns theſe pzeſents to be p:inted 
and publiſhed at the Percat Croſs of Edioburgh, Pear and Shoꝛe of Leh, and at the Mercat Croſſes 
bot all Burghs Nopal, and Burghs of Kegality and Garony lying in the Weſtern parts ofthis King- 
dom, where the ſatds Goods and Uictual are oꝛdinarily impoꝛted, and other places ncedfnl, that none
